'The little captive .was ;adjudgcd"Siifii- 
ciently'adequate for scientific "develop- 
•ment,. haying;.is the professprpbs'erved, 
.a guilty:look,...aUhough. wherbfore iwas 
not demonstrated, and ho was forthwith 
condemned to 'decapitation. 'This'ccre- 
rnony was performed by placing him 
"under a smalhnicrOscppe, antV a ' deft, 
sharp instrument-quickly severed his 
devoted head-from, the trunk, as neatly 
as over the guillotine of sunny "France 
cut short the careerbf an obnoxious roy- 
alist. The .head was-'thon-placed-uador 
a moroppwurfulinstrument, which fully 
revealed;its: grand-, proportions..to .the

The 
outer part or covering is supported by 
ribs or braces placed at regular inter- 
vals, and apparently of-great strength 
iu proportion to the object. The feat- 
ure of commensation is an important 
one in zoology. 
A parasite feeds on tho 


fluids prepared by the auimal on which 
it exists. In the case of tho fly the 
anguilkilu, as it really is, obtains its 
nourishment from the lluids which pass 
through the tongue, and does not im- 
bibe its food from the 
circulating 


fluids in tho body of the fly. These 
creatures have no backbone, and their 
location is the usual verrniciilar move- 
ments seen in the col and snake.
